The summer sun may be only be 
starting to filter through, but it can 
still rapidly trigger that distressing 
annual condition; 'body-image melt¬ 
down'. 

Follow the experts guide to get¬ 
ting summer ready, the happy and 
healthy way. 

• EAT FIT: The best way to begin 
your new regime is to get rid of pro¬ 
cessed food from the diet, says Dan 
Redwood, a personal trainer at Matt 
Roberts training centre. 

"Eat mainly whole and organic 
foods as these will help provide cells 
with the best fuel to function. Make 
sure that you're getting a good mix 
of nutrients. Carbs should come 
from root vegetables and green 
leafy vegetables, and you will need 
lots of good fats from olive oil and 
foods such as eggs, avocado and co¬ 
conut," he says. 

"Protein should come from oily 
fish, organic meats and nuts." 

O FAST TUMMY TONE: Improve 
posture and flatten the tummy with 
an easy exercise which takes only 
minutes. Joanna Hall, author of new 
book, Joanna Hall's Walkactive Pro¬ 
gramme (Piatkus, £13.99), says: "This 
is my number-one, all-round best 
abdominal exercise. Get it right and 
it works miracles. It takes four min¬ 
utes 25 seconds. Do it as often as 
you can and it will lead to a flat ab¬ 
domen and fabulous inch loss." 

:: Stand with good posture and 


your weight distributed evenly on 
both feet. Visualise a capital letter J 
in front of you. The long part of the J 
is closest to your body and short 
part is furthest away. 

:: In your mind, imagine you're 
tracing over the J with your abdomi¬ 
nals. So starting at the bottom by 
the pubic bone, scoop out your abs 
and then draw them in and up to¬ 
wards your sternum, as if drawing up 
the long part of the letter J. 

:: To help you imagine this, slide 
your fingertips between your waist¬ 
band and your tummy. Pull your 
tummy muscles in and up at the 
same time - away from your fingers - 
without expanding your ribcage or 
tensing your back muscles. Don't 
take deep breaths or hold your 
breath. 

:: Hold this contraction for a count 
of 10, then relax for 10. Repeat five 
to 10 times. Make sure your ribcage 
is down - your chest shouldn't be 
puffed up. Your ribs should taper 
down not out and your bottom 
should be relaxed, your back length¬ 
ened, not contracted. 

:: As you do this you are lengthen¬ 
ing the area between you pubic bone 
and your breast bone, imagine these 
two points moving further apart: 
your abdominal muscles are getting 
longer, leaner and flatter. 

• BEACH BODY WORK OUT: When 
training for general fitness, it is im¬ 
portant to have balance in your pro¬ 


gramme, says Sarah-Jane Holt, per¬ 
sonal trainer. 

"Try to mix resistance training with 
cardio vascular training, for example 
two days resistance and then one 
day cardio," she suggests. 

"Aim for three days training at the 
start and then add in more sessions 
as you get fitter. Begin the week with 
an upper body session followed by a 
cardio workout and end the week 
with a lower body workout to ensure 
you allow sufficient rest and recov¬ 
ery time for different muscles." 

Resistance training should be bal¬ 
anced, she says. Aim to cover all 
muscle groups over the course of 
the week and consider dividing your 
resistance workouts into an 
upper/lower body split. 

• GREEN UP: Drinking fruit and 
vegetable packed juices will help the 
body detoxify and rid itself of winter 
staleness, advises Alii Goodbold, nu¬ 
tritional therapist. 

"Juices are proving hugely popular 
nowadays because they're a quick 
and easy way to boost health and 
energy," she says. 

"They promote an alkaline balance 
in the body which helps the liver to 
perform at its best in purifying and 
detoxing and will also help ensure 
maximum hydration so that cells 
renew." 

She suggests people should have 
one green juice a day as a mid-morn¬ 
ing or mid-afternoon snack.

Court hears Childline disregarded teen’s call as a prank 


A teenager told a police interviewer 
she had called Childline to report 
being sexually abused by a Worces¬ 
ter Park man but the person she 
spoke to thought she was “taking 
the mick”. 

Jurors were shown a recorded 
video interview of an alleged victim 
taken in 2011, during the trial of 
Michael Hopkins, 63, of Church 
Road at Kingston Crown Court on 
Tuesday. 

He denies 19 counts of sexual and 
indecent assault against five chil¬ 
dren, aged six to 12, between 2001 
and 2010. 

The teenager said she called 
Childline with another girl.

She said: “We called Childline, but 
they just thought we were 
taking the mick. I think they took it 
as a joke because we were both talk¬ 
ing at the same time and trying to 
get our words in.” 

She added she only realised the 
touching was inappropriate after 
speaking to friends, and believed it 
had been happening since she was 
six or seven years old. 

The underage girl said: “I was 
young and I thought this is what 
they do.” 

Mr Hopkins, was dressed in a dark 


grey shirt and black trousers on 
Tuesday, but had his head down 
most of the time. Nobody was pre¬ 
sent in the public gallery. 

In the video the teenager 
described Mr Hopkins regularly 
“groping” her breasts and touching 
her “private bits”. 

She said: “He used to just do weird 
things to me. He used to grope me. 
He used an excuse and squeezed us 
by our private bits. Like from the in¬ 
side of our thigh - he just used to 
grab it and squeeze it really hard.” 

But she said this did not happen to 
her on bare skin. 

The young girl also told the inter¬ 
viewer she was punched in the head 


by Mr Hopkins after an argument 
about Facebook. 

She also recalled Mr Hopkins 
trying to kiss her. 

She said: “He started crying and 
sobbing and then flung himself on 
me. He went for a hug then tried to 
kiss me on the lips but like proper - 
like a snog.” 

“I hate him. Because he has just 
messed everything up.” 

At the start of the trial last week 
prosecutor Simon Connolly said: 
“The suggestion is that once the de¬ 
fendant has had a few too many, his 
behaviour becomes flirtatious.

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St George’s will be pushed 
to 'beyond breaking point’

Dire warnings St George’s 
Hospital will be overwhelmed 
if plans to close neighbouring 
accident and emergency 
(A&E) units go ahead have 
grown louder after new fig¬ 
ures show the hospital is al¬ 
ready having to take on 
thousands more emergency 
patients a year. 

Retired Wandsworth GP Dr 
Mike Squires fears St 
George’s Hospital will be 
flooded with patients if key 
units in St Helier Hospital 
and Epsom Hospital close - as 
suggested by the NHS review 
Better Services Better Value 
(BSBV). 

Last week the London Am¬ 
bulance Service (LAS) re¬ 
leased figures that 

highlighted the pressure St 
George’s is already under. 

The LAS’s figures showed 
that 32,884 patients were fer¬ 
ried to the hospital in 2012-13, 
an increase of 9.8 per cent, or 
2,936 extra patients, com¬ 
pared to 2011-12. 

The A&E unit at St George’s 
already handles almost 
150,000 patients making it one 
of the busiest in the country. 

Dr Squires, who has led the 
local criticism of the review, 
said: “It will be absolutely 
overwhelmed, they can’t even 
cope at the moment. 

“If you have got more pa¬ 
tients coming to St George’s 
the stretched services which 
are at breaking point already 
will be just overwhelmed. 

“More and more people are 
going to A&E because there is 
not the coverage there used to 
be in GP service. 

“This farce has been going 
on since 2009. The BSBV exer¬ 
cise has cost taxpayers more 
than £4m so far and this year 
it is will cost another £1.8m.” 


In addition to increased am¬ 
bulance patients, the hospital 
has also struggled with em¬ 
ployee vacancy rates which 
have been languishing at 
about 10 per cent, which 
equates to 700 unfilled posts. 

Dr Squires warned the pro¬ 
posals would put patients’ 
lives at risk and force preg¬ 
nant women into longer 
journeys. 

He said: “St George’s is al¬ 
ready under pressure, with 
700 staff short. 

“The time it will take to 
ferry the seriously ill to hos¬ 
pitals across congested areas 
of south west London will 
lead to more deaths.” 

During a protest outside St 
George’s on Friday to mark 
the 65th anniversary of the 
NHS, anti-health cuts cam¬ 
paigners lobbied the hospital 


and vowed to carry on fight¬ 
ing BSBV. 

Campaigners demanded the 
seven clinical commissioning 
groups (CCGs) set up to lead 
the review reject the cuts, 
which will be back on the 
table at the end of 
summer. 

Tooting MP Sadiq Khan also 
delivered a letter to Health 
Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
signed by MPs from across 
the capital calling on him to 
reconsider. 

Bess Harding, founder of 
the Epsom Medical Equip¬ 
ment Fund, said: “Epsom is 
expanding and St George’s is 
not going to cope. I’m sur¬ 
prised that the people who 
make these decisions have not 
realised it if the person on the 
street can see it.” 

MP Chris Grayling said: 


“This is just more evidence 
that this is not the right mo¬ 
ment for us to be talking 
about reducing the A&E ser¬ 
vices at Epsom Hospital. 

“It highlights that Surrey 
Downs GPs need to concen¬ 
trate on looking at an alterna¬ 
tive for Epsom within the 
Surrey context.” 

But Dr Ros Given-Wilson, 
medical director at St 
George’s, moved to allay 
fears. 

She said: “It is important to 
remember the BSBV propos¬ 
als to reshape A&E services 
will go to public consultation 
before any decisions are 
made. 

“If services are to change in 
south-west London, the 
changes will be implemented 
over a number of years 
rather than overnight.” 


GPs oppose 

A majority of Surrey GPs 
who participated in a secret 
ballot oppose proposals by a 
controversial healthcare re¬ 
view to axe Epsom Hospital’s 
acute services and believe 
that its future should be de¬ 
cided in a Surrey context. 

MP Chris Grayling believes 
the result of the ballot, which 
he organised because he does 
not believe that “local doc¬ 
tors really agreed with what 
is going on”, sounds the 
“death knell” for Epsom’s in¬ 
clusion in the Better Services 
Better Value (BSBV) review. 

The review of acute ser¬ 
vices across Epsom, St Heli¬ 
er, Croydon, Kingston and St 
George’s hospitals, which 
recommended that Epsom 
should lose its A&E, materni¬ 
ty and children’s wards, was 
delayed last month, until 
“after the summer”. 

But residents, politicians 
and staff at the threatened 
hospital continue to remain 
deeply concerned about the 
uncertain future hanging 
over its vital services. 

The secret ballot, which Mr 
Grayling instigated along¬ 
side other local MPs Sir Paul 
Beresford, Dominic Raab and 
Crispin Blunt, was sent to all 
GPs practising in the new 
Surrey Downs commission¬ 
ing area, with the result inde¬ 
pendently counted and 
verified by the returning offi¬ 
cer at Mole Valley Council. 

With a 49 per cent response 
rate of the 206 GPs balloted, 
the majority said they were 
against plans for Epsom Hos¬ 
pital to be downgraded and 
that they favour decisions 
about its future being taken 
in a Surrey, not a London, 
context. 

The first question GPs 
were asked was “Are you in 
favour of the BSBV propos¬ 
als to remove A&E and Ma¬ 
ternity Services from Epsom 
Hospital?” 32 per cent of the 
GPs said “yes”, while 68 per 
cent said “no”. 

The second question posed 
to the GPs was “Would you 


proposals

support a separate process to 
consider the future of Epsom 
Hospital as part of the Sur¬ 
rey and not South West Lon¬ 
don health economy?” 82 per 
cent said “yes” and 18 per 
cent said “no”. 

Mr Grayling said the result 
of the ballot “clearly shows 
that we were right”. 

He said: “This vote shows 
that the controversial plans 
for Epsom are not just op¬ 
posed by the public but by 
the doctors as well. 

“This result marks the 
death knell of BSBV, and I 
hope that all involved will 
now call a halt and stop wast¬ 
ing public money on a review 
that, in the context of Epsom 
and Surrey, has never added 
up.” 

But Dr Claire Fuller, clini¬ 
cal chairwoman of Surrey 
Downs clinical commission¬ 
ing group, said the fact that 
some GPs are concerned 
about BSBV came as no sur¬ 
prise, but not all had received 
the ballot paper and it was 
not clear how many of their 
GPs responded. 

She said: “Without more 
details, I would question 
whether these findings are 
representative of the local 
GP community, as this has 
not been our experience 
through working directly 
with GP colleagues. 

“As local doctors, we want 
to improve care for local peo¬ 
ple and we strongly believe 
there is an opportunity to 
do this by working 
differently.”

Visitors at the event, on 
Saturday, July 6, were treat¬ 
ed to face painting, tombola, 
daleks, raffles, live music, 
food and refreshments, and 
helped raised £1,000 which 
will go towards the charity’s 
work. They were also able to 


discuss equipment ideas 
with Meru’s engineers. 

The day before, the charity 
held a professionals open 
day for people to explore its 
workshops and discover 
more about how it designs 
and builds equipment, with 
the chance for them to have 
a go themselves. 

Meru was founded in 1973

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Husband cleared of plot

A depressed husband has been 
found not guilty of plotting to 
murder his Russian wife. 

Steven Hellewell, of Gorse 
Close, Tadworth, had been 
standing trial at Guildford 
Crown Court for soliciting to 
murder his wife, Elena 
Hellewell, 48, from Tadworth. 

Mr Hellewell had met his 
wife, who lived in Russia, over 
the internet and the pair mar¬ 
ried after he visited her there. 

The couple had a stormy re¬ 
lationship and broke-up and 
reconciled a number of times 
before Mrs Hellewell walked 
out for good last year. 

The court heard that, al¬ 
though Mr Hellewell persis¬ 
tently telephoned and texted 
his wife, waited outside the 
Asda supermarket where she 
worked, and tried to make con- 


Following the verdict,

Critchlow imposed a 10- 
year restraining order on 
Mr Hellewell, banning him 
from contacting Elena 
Hellewell or his estranged 
son Kerry Lee Hellewell, 
or visiting the Asda super¬

It was alleged Mr Helewell 
then asked his estranged son to 
kidnap her so he could kill her. 

Police arrested him on De¬ 
cember 17 last year, the day his 
son arrived at Tattenham Cor¬ 
ner, before tipping them off 
about his father’s alleged 
plans. 

But Mr Hellewell told the

He has been remanded in 
custody until next month, 
when he will again appear 
at the court to be sen¬ 
tenced for unlawfully hav¬ 
ing a mobile phone while 
on remand in prison and 
illegally using the device 
to transmit a message. 

court that he had never intend¬ 
ed to kill his wife. Instead he 
had been planning to kill him¬ 
self in her presence. 

In his summing up on Mon¬ 
day, Yogain Chandarana, de¬ 
fending, made reference to 
“what Winston Churchill de¬ 
scribed as his black dog - 
depression” and used the 
metaphor throughout his 
statement to convey Mr 
Hellewell’s mental state. 


He said that Elena Hellwell 
had not mentioned to the po¬ 
lice, but had admitted during 
cross-examination, “that he 
had said to her in October that 
he wanted to die in her arms”. 

The barrister said: “If there 
was really any intention to kill 
he had every opportunity to do 
it. What his intention was was 
to kill himself in her presence 
and that’s why he had to come 
up with this idea of grabbing 
her.” 

He said that Kerry Lee 
Hellewell had been asked by 
his father to grab Elena 
Hellewell, not kill her, but that 
the son had “convinced him¬ 
self” that he wanted her dead. 

He said a “suicide bag” on 
the dining room table, contain¬ 
ing tablets strong enough to 
kill an elephant, also contained 
envelopes with names on them 
and were intended for suicide 
notes.

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Much Ado About Nonsuch 
as historian makes claim 


A historian has claimed Non¬ 
such Park could contain the 
last surviving stage used by 
William Shakespeare. 

It is generally believed there 
are no stages used by Shake¬ 
speare that have survived to 
this day. 

But an Epsom historian has 
claimed the Bard was likely to 
have used a stage on the site of 
the banqueting hall in Non¬ 
such Park for one of his plays. 

Gerald Smith, an expert on 
the history of Nonsuch Park, 
said the banqueting hall, at 
the Ewell end of the park, 
would have featured an out¬ 
side stage of the sort popular 
with the King’s Men, the play¬ 
ing company in which Shake¬ 
speare was a member. 

Nonsuch Park was a royal 
park at the time Shakespeare 
was active with the King’s 
Men, formerly known as the 
Lord Chamberlain’s Men, in 
the 16th and 17th centuries. 

The park was often used as a 
hunting venue and the ban¬ 
queting hall would have been 
used in the evenings for meals 
and entertainment. 

Mr Smith said: “As part of 
the entertainment they used 
to fetch companies down from 
London. Different companies

would have come down and it 
is entirely possible the King’s 
Men would have come. 

“We can’t say for sure, I 
don’t think we will ever be 
able to, but there is a strong 
possibility Shakespeare could 
have performed there.” 

The banqueting hall no 
longer stands, but Mr Smith 
said the stage would have 
been outside the hall, and 
would have acted as a decora¬ 
tive backdrop, facing west to 
catch light from the setting 
sun. He said the stage would 
have been on the raised area 
that still exists. 

Councillor Mary Burstow 
called the prospect of Shake¬ 
speare having performed in 
the area “terribly exciting”. 

The revelation comes as a 
theatre group prepares to 
bring Shakespeare back to 
Nonsuch. 

The Mayhem Musical The¬ 
atre Company will perform 
Much Ado About Nothing 
there on July 17 and 18. Tick¬ 
ets cost £13 or £10 for conces¬ 
sions and are available by 
calling 07976 872127 or visiting 
ticketsource.co.uk/mmtc.

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Experienced artist: Mary Branson’s design for the roundabout 

Winning design came 
last in the public vote 


The public’s least favourite de¬ 
sign for a public artwork to com¬ 
memorate the suffragette who 
died after running out in front of 
the King’s horse at the Epsom 
Derby 100 years ago has been se¬ 
lected as the winner, it has been 
emerged. 

It was announced last Thurs¬ 
day that Mary Branson’s con¬ 
crete ellipse design has been 
selected as the piece of art to be 
erected on a roundabout in 
Epsom Downs, to commemorate 
Emily Davison and other women 
who have achieved equality and 
votes for women. 

Ms Branson’s design features a 
cross beneath the ellipse, form¬ 
ing the symbol for women, and it 
would be aligned so that once a 
year, at dusk on June 8, the day 
Davison died at the Old Cottage 
Hospital in Alexandra Road, 
Epsom, the setting sun would ap¬ 
pear held in its centre. A bench 
would be erected next to the 
roundabout, allowing people to 
sit and view the sunset. 

But Epsom Council finally re¬ 
vealed on Tuesday, following re¬ 
peated requests from this 
newspaper, that Ms Branson’s 
design received the least number 
of votes in the public vote held at 
the Ebbisham Centre at the end 
of May, in which residents were 
invited to pick their favourite of 
the six shortlisted entries - 
which the council said would 
“form part of the final decision”. 

Out of the 376 votes cast, Ms 
Branson received just 30. 

Emma Dallyn received 119,

On June 3, Epsom Council sud¬ 
denly announced, in a statement 
headlined Photo Finish, that the 
naming of the winning design, 
due to take place the following 
day at the Ebbisham Centre, was 
to be postponed “as the two 
favoured designs, as voted for by 
the public and deliberated by a 
panel of judges, are too close to 
call”. 

The judging panel for the pro¬ 
ject, consisting of Councillor 
Clive Woodbridge, a representa¬ 
tive of UCA Epsom and two Sur¬ 
rey artists, had shortlisted Mary 
Branson and Emma Dallyn’s de¬ 
signs as the two finalists. 

Coun Woodbridge said today 
the public vote “was always 
going to be a guide” which the 
panel “did take seriously”. 

He said the panel never intend¬ 
ed to “choose a top two” based on 
the most popular designs in the 
public vote and said that they be¬ 
lieved Ms Branson’s design “was 
a very strong candidate” and 
that the image submitted for her 
entry “did not do it justice”. 

Coun Woodbridge said: “In one 
of the cases, Emma Dallyn, we 
were very much with the public 
but we had some questions. 

“In Mary Branson’s case we 
liked the actual concept and the 
narrative was something we felt 
was very strong, but the visual 


image submitted didn’t match it. 

“They both had strengths in 
different areas and we couldn’t 
decide between the two so we 
had both artists back and both 
put up a very strong case for 
their designs.” 

Sarah Dewing, manager of the 
Emily Davison Memorial Pro¬ 
ject, said both finalists were 
“very good”, but the judging 
panel - consisting of Coun Wood- 
bridge, two Surrey artists and a 
representative from UCA Epsom 
- were swayed by Ms Branson be¬ 
cause she has “previous experi¬ 
ence of delivering a public art 
project”. 

A council spokesman also said 
that the public vote was “never 
intended to be the final 
decision”. 

He said: “This is why the voting 
was not highlighted - it was only 
one element of the process.” 

And he insisted that the public 
artwork project was not a coun¬ 
cil initiative, but is being driven 
by the people in the community 
with the council merely facilitat¬ 
ing the process. 

The spokesman added: “Clive 
Woodbridge, as an elected coun¬ 
cillor, has been a member of the 
group involved in this project 
and has championed it within 
the council. The [project] group 
is made up from various individ¬ 
uals from the community, in¬ 
cluding councillors Jean Smith 
and Anna Jones. 

“The memorial and associated 
works will have to be funded 
from subscription and grants.”

Murray may be setting 
sights on golf... course

Andy Murray has reportedly in¬ 
vested in plans to turn a historic 
estate into a luxury hotel and ex¬ 
clusive golf course. 

Campaigners and developers 
alike are waiting to see if a High 
Court judge decides to quash per¬ 
mission for plans to develop 
Cherkley Court, the former home of 
press magnate Lord Beaverbrook. 

Founder investors are believed to 
include the tennis star and 
founder members include Michael 
Sherwood, a top city banker at 
Goldman Sachs, and Rob Rankin, a 
senior executive at Deutsche 
Bank, the Sunday Times reported 
last week. 

Cherkley Campaign secured the 
judicial review over Mole Valley 
Council’s approval of plans for a 
world class hotel, private mem¬ 
bers’ golf course and spa. 

Campaigners, who argue the de¬ 
cision was a mistake, believe 
the plans will wreck the estate’s 
precious landscape and see anoth¬ 
er golf course in the area as 
“unnecessary”. 

Someone called Andrew Murray 
had 500,000 partner shares in

Longshot Cherkley Court in De¬ 
cember, according to accounts 
filed at Companies House. 

The accounts showed an Andrew 
Murray also had three ordinary 
shares in Beaverbrook Golf Club 
Ltd in January. 

Nick Kilby, Longshot spokes¬ 
man, declined to comment on the 
Sunday Times article, but said ad¬ 
vertising executive Sir Frank 
Lowe was enjoying his involve¬ 
ment in the project. 

But he said the article contrast¬ 
ing Cherkley Court and the 
renowned Queenwood golf club, 
showed “expectations are high”. 


Accounts filed with Companies 
House also revealed a Maxwell 
Beaverbrook held four ordinary 
shares in the golf club in January. 

William Maxwell Aitken, the 
first Lord Beaverbrook, was a 
wartime minister and press baron 
who bought the property after a 
single viewing in 1911. His grand¬ 
son Maxwell Aitken is the third 
Lord Beaverbrook. 

A Cherkley Campaign spokes¬ 
man said they took the planning 
decision to judicial review because 
otherwise it would set a “danger¬ 
ous precedent” for rural land¬ 
scapes across the country. 

He said: “Cherkley estate repre¬ 
sents an exceptional tract of accessi¬ 
ble countryside next to the National 
Trust’s Box Hill estate on the North 
Downs, a landscape that needs con¬ 
servation not exploitation.” 

In January Ollie Vigors, a direc¬ 
tor at Longshot Cherkley Court 
and business partner to Joel Cad¬ 
bury, who is great-grandson of the 
chocolate company founder, said 
they had gone out of their way to 
protect the environment. 

He said: “We want to conserve, 
enhance and preserve Cherkley 
Court to create a jewel in the 
crown of Mole Valley.”

Commuters were treated to a 
medley of musical numbers to 
celebrate the completion of the 
Epsom station redevelopment. 

The £20m development, which 
has revamped the station’s ticket 
hall, facade, car park, waiting 
shelters, toilets and cycle storage, 
was carried out by Network Rail 
and developer Kier, in partner¬ 
ship with Solum Regeneration. 

Its new shops, hotel and apart¬ 
ments, which include some af¬ 
fordable housing units, have 
funded the development. 

Representatives of the compa¬ 
nies joined station staff, com¬ 
muters, and Epsom mayor 
Councillor Colin Taylor, for the 
celebration on Tuesday after¬ 
noon, which included perfor¬ 
mances by Rosebery School and 
Laine Theatre Arts. 

Simon Rutter, a director at 
Solum, said no official ribbon cut¬ 
ting was organised for the station 
because “it was a building which 
was open and being used by peo¬ 
ple” throughout its construction. 

He said the company was very 
proud of the end product, despite 
some “ups and downs” and has 
learned some lessons. 


Of the controversial faces of 
Epsom on the station’s exterior, 
he said: “The art we have ended 
up with is in keeping of the char¬ 
acter with the building. 

“It is a modern building, it does 
not pretend to be a market town 
building. We were concerned we 
would have a pastiche of the past 
on a very modern building and 
that would not have worked.” 

He said no artwork was planned 
for the bare-looking ticket hall as 
it was “meant to feel light and 
airy, not clogged up with things 
on the wall”. 

David Biggs, a director at 
Network Rail and Solum, said the 


changes would “transform the 
journey experience”. 

Responding to criticism that fa¬ 
cilities on the platforms had not 
been upgraded as part of the de¬ 
velopment, he said: “The plat¬ 
forms were in good condition and 
have a nice character and feel 
about them.” 

The mayor said it was no secret 
not everybody likes what has 
been done, but said the develop¬ 
ment should be embraced. 

He said: “It is here. It is fin¬ 
ished. Let us find the best way of 
benefitting from it. 

“All that remains is to move 
it into Zone 6.” 


Boris to consider Zone 6 idea 


Boris Johnson has said 
the inability to use Oys¬ 
ter cards in Epsom, be¬ 
cause it is not in a 
London zone, is a “seri¬ 
ous point that Transport 
for London (TfL) are 
looking at”. 

During a visit to the 
Epsom Guardian’s of¬ 
fices last week, the 
Mayor was asked about 
the paper’s Zone 6 for 
Epsom campaign, which 
aims to have Epsom sta¬ 
tion included in the Lon¬ 
don travel network and 
be part of the Oyster 
scheme. 

In a classically comical 
response, Mr Johnson 
said: “You want Epsom 
to become part of Lon¬ 
don? Shall we engulf

Epsom? What about the 
whole of Surrey, Sussex, 
Hampshire? 

“It is a serious point. It 
is crazy, for instance, 
when you arrive at, say, 
Luton, you cannot use 
your Oyster card. 

“You cannot use it at 
Stanstead, or Gatwick - 
so we are looking at it.” 

While he stopped short 


of endorsing Zone 6 for 
Epsom, he hinted it may 
be on the horizon. 

He said: “I am going to 
be very careful because 
my colleagues get ner¬ 
vous if I have territorial 
ambitions, but good luck. 

“There would have to 
be some sort of deal.” 

When asked whether 
this deal would have to 
be struck between the 
train operating compa¬ 
nies, and involve money, 
he replied it would. 

In May, MP Chris 
Grayling said train com¬ 
panies Southern and 
South West Trains were 
considering the practi¬ 
calities of getting Epsom 
into Zone 6, but that the 
cost was still an issue.

Fun with forensics as CSI 
expert holds kids parties

A fingerprint expert who 
helped crack the first mur¬ 
der case in London with DNA 
evidence has started running 
crime scene parties for kids. 

Janice Runacres, of Castle 
Avenue, Ewell, who has 
worked in forensics with the 
Metropolitan Police for 37 
years retired last month. 

The mother-of-two said she 
came up with the idea for 
Clued Up Kids when thinking 
about new activities for her 
boys. 

She said: “I tried to think 
of an alternative to the bowl¬ 
ing, football, swimming and 
paint-balling parties and de¬ 
cided to do crime scene par¬ 
ties, which I feel will be 
exciting and fun.” 

The parties are aimed at 
children aged eight to 12 
years old. 

A typical scenario will in¬ 
volve a mock murder scene 
where children can search 
for clues on a life-size medi¬ 
cal skeleton in order to estab¬ 
lish the name of the victim, 
the cause of death and the 
motive for the crime - just 
like a real-life police enquiry. 

Partygoers also have the 
opportunity to have their fin¬ 
gerprints taken, decide 
which patterns they have 
and then look at the different 
types - whirls, loops and 
arches. 

She recently appeared on 
ITV’s This Morning pro¬ 
gramme and she demonstrat¬ 
ed powdering and lifting

fingermarks with Phillip 
Schofield, Holly Willoughby 
and Crime File presenter Sue 
Hill. 

During her career, which 
began as a scene of crime of¬ 
ficer, she has worked in 
Epsom, Sutton, Wimbledon 
and Kingston and New Scot¬ 
land Yard’s fingerprint 
bureau. 

One of her most high-pro¬ 
file cases was the murder of 
Lorraine Benson, 22, in 


Raynes Park, in 1988, who 
had been beaten and stran¬ 
gled. This was the first-ever 
murder to be solved by DNA 
profiling conducted by the 
Met’s forensic science 
laboratory. 


Mrs Runacres added: “The 
children will have an insight 
into the intriguing world of 
forensics using authentic po¬ 
lice methods and will be 
learning science without 
even realising it.”

A fragment of Roman table¬ 
ware, thought to depict a lion 
killing a gladiator, is among 
the recent exciting finds at an 
archaeological dig. 

Nikki Cowlard, site director 
of the Church Meadow Project, 
said the piece of high-class 
tableware made in Gaul, 
known as Samian ware, was 
found last week at the site in 
Church Meadow, Ewell, 
which is about to be 
turned into 
graveyard. 

The dig is on! 
the site of an im-1 
portant Roman 
road called 
Stane Street, but 
archaeologists 
have also unearthed 
Neolithic pottery that

Ms Cowlard said: “The Sami¬ 
an shard is 2nd century in date 
and was made during the reign 
of Emperor Hadrian or Anton¬ 
inus Pius.”

hairpin with a cone decoration 
at the end. She said: “We have 
found a number of coins with 
low dominations.” 

The excavation has now en¬ 
tered its second week and more 
than 70 volunteers are expect¬ 
ed to dig or process finds on 
site over the three weeks the 
trench is open. 

Ms Cowlard said: “Last 
year’s excavation produced 
more than 2.5kg of Samian 
showing that Ewell was more 
than a small rural settlement. 

“A series of Roman pits, 
ditches and gullies were un¬ 
covered beneath an area of dis¬ 
turbance caused by deep steam 
ploughing. 

“Excitingly, a few shards of 
Neolithic pottery, more than 
5,000 years old, were also found 


suggesting Ewell has always 
been a desirable place to live.” 

The site is the last open space 
in Ewell through which Stane 
Street, the Roman road be¬ 
tween London and Chichester, 
is thought to have run. 

It is likely that Roman Ewell 
grew up alongside the road, 
perhaps offering accommoda¬ 
tion and supplies to travellers 
and acting as a market centre. 

The nearby springs appear to 
have had a religious signifi¬ 
cance even before the Roman 
period and Stane Street is be¬ 
lieved to have been diverted to 
pass by the springs. 

St Mary’s Church has grant¬ 
ed permission for a series of 
excavations before the site is 
incorporated into to the grave¬ 
yard next door.

Ms Cowlard said: “This is the

As the weather heats up, 
Michelin-star chef Ray¬ 
mond Blanc has urged peo¬ 
ple to get composting to 
make a positive difference 
to the environment. 

Surrey County Council 
has sold nearly 14,000 com¬ 
post bins as part of its dis¬ 
counted bin scheme in the 
past four years, which has 
helped to stop more than 
8,000 tonnes of waste being 
disposed of. 

Mr Blanc said: “The sum¬ 
mer months are a good 
time of year to either start 
or keep composting be¬ 
cause there’s lots of mate¬ 
rial which can be thrown 
into the compost bin like 
grass cuttings and salad 
scraps from barbecue or 
torn up cardboard from 
packaging sleeves.

Betting shop raid featured

CCTV footage showing 
masked robbers who fled 
with large quantities of cash 
from a betting shop in March 
has been featured on a televi¬ 
sion crime show in a bid to 
catch the criminals, who are 
still at large.

The robbery happened at 
9.20pm on Monday, March 18, 
at Betfred, in Epsom High 
Street, when two men en¬ 
tered the store and demanded 
cash. 

One of them pinned a staff 
member down, holding her 
face to the floor.

quantity of cash. 

It is believed the robbers ar¬ 
rived and left the scene in a 


white Ford Connect van and 
police would like to speak to 
anyone who saw it being 


driven in suspicious circum¬ 
stances in the area around 
the time of the incident. 

Two men were arrested on 
suspicion of robbery shortly 
after the crime happened, but 
have been eliminated from 
the investigation. 

Detective Constable Laura 
Chambers, of East Surrey 
CID, said: “This incident oc¬ 
curred during the evening in 
a town centre location and we 
are hopeful that by showing 
this CCTV on BBC Crime¬ 
watch Roadshow that some¬ 
one may realise that they 
have information relating to 
the offence which could as¬ 
sist with our investigation.”

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Graffiti vandal gets 27 months’ jail 


A serial vandal has been 
jailed for a graffiti spree on 
trains that caused £60,000 
damage over more than a 
year. 

Tomasz Haluszczak, 26, of 
Hook Road, Epsom, was jailed 
for 27 months last Thursday 
after being found guilty of 14 
counts of criminal damage 
caused by graffiti. 

Blackfriars Crown Court 
heard Haluszczak tagged 
trains with Rico, Ocir and 
Coir across London, the 
south-east and in the West 
Midlands. 

He was finally arrested after 
two security staff spotted him 
near a train yard fence at 
Epsom station on September 
6 , 2011 .

Police caught him emerging 
from bushes with tins of 
spray paint in his backpack. 

Officers later seized graffiti 
paraphernalia, including 
spray cans, ink markers and 
high-visibility jackets, from 
his home as part of a British 
Transport Police investigation. 

He targeted Coventry, 
Chessington South, Horsham 
and Cannon Street stations 
among other locations. 

Graffiti attacks were carried 
out in Epsom between 
November and December 
2010. 

The jury unanimously con¬ 
victed Haluszczak and he was

sentenced to 27 months in cus¬ 
tody for each of 14 counts to 
run concurrently. 


He carried out four graffiti 
attacks on trains in Epsom be¬ 
tween November and Decem¬ 
ber 2010, which cost an 
estimated £27,817. 

Judge Daniel Worsley said: 
“You have shown no remorse, 
it was self-indulgent and you 
have caused huge disruption. 

“It was deliberate and well- 
planned, it was an anarchic 
attack on the community and 
you have lied and kept on 
lying in the face of over¬ 
whelming evidence.” 

Detective Sergeant Paddy 
Kerr said: “Haluszczak has 
been a prolific vandal over a 
number of years and the 
court imposed a substantial 
custodial sentence on a man 
who has consistently shown 


no regard for the law, for pri¬ 
vate property, or for those 
who ultimately have to pay for 
the cost of cleaning up his 
graffiti. 

“Vandals like Haluszczak 
cause huge disruption to pas¬ 
sengers and train companies 
with the damage they cause 
and we will always seek to 
prosecute anyone who com¬ 
mits such crime. 

“This sentence should act as 
a deterrent to anyone think¬ 
ing about copying his actions. 

“Graffiti vandals who go 
near tracks also put them¬ 
selves at serious risk of harm 
as they don’t know if a train is 
coming or if tracks are live - 
it’s an incredibly selfish risk 
to take.”

Eco-lighting 
saves money 

Energy-efficient LED lighting 
is to be introduced at Epsom 
town hall and at a council re¬ 
cycling depot at a cost of al¬ 
most £55,000. 

Councillors have given the 
green light for the investment 
on the ground floor at the 
town hall and the Longmead 
depot in a bid to help reduce 
costs and greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

The strategy and resources 
committee on June 25 agreed 
to the spend to save initiative 
that is expected to save £8,000 
a year in electricity and re¬ 
coup its cost within six to 
seven years. 

Committee chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Neil Dallen said the in¬ 
vestment would help save 
money, electricity and the 
world by reducing the coun¬ 
cil’s carbon footprint, adding: 
“It’s win, win, win.” 

Liberal Democrat Council¬ 
lor Julie Morris said: “While 
money is scarce, if we can 
make long-term savings to 
running costs then it has to be 
money well spent. 

“If we invest in ‘spend to 
save’ projects while we have 
got money it means the basic 
running costs of the local au¬ 
thority will be as small as it 
can be in the future.” 

The introduction of LED 
technology in council proper¬ 
ties has already resulted in 
savings. 

There was a 77 per cent re¬ 
duction in energy consump¬ 
tion at Hook Road car park 
and a 49 per cent reduction at 
the Ashley Centre car park 
between April 2009 and April 
2013.

Londoners predict house 
prices will continue to rise 


A new YouGov poll reveals an 
overwhelming majority of 
Londoners believe that house 
prices in the capital will continue 
to rise, both in the short and long 
term. 

More than three-quarters (77 
per cent) of people living in 
London say the average house 
price will rise over the next 12 
months, and an even greater 
proportion of Londoners (83 per 
cent) think house prices will go 
up over the next five years. 

Asked what they think will 
happen to the average house price 
in their local area, and 74 per cent 
of Londoners predict it will go up 
over the next 12 months, while 80 
per cent foresee house prices 
rising in their area over the next 
five years. 


Commenting on the poll results, 
YouGov director of political and 
social research Joe Twyman said: 
“It doesn’t matter if you’re 
talking about the next year or the 
next five years, overwhelmingly 
Londoners believe that house 
prices will continue to rise in the 
capital, and that their own house 
will also increase in value. 

“If house prices are a bubble, a 
lot of people are going to be 
caught by surprise when it 
bursts.” 

Of those surveyed, 44 per cent 
put the borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea in their top three, 
despite the fact that it is already 
the most expensive borough, with 
an average house price of nearly 
£1.5m according to recent figures. 

Next in line was Westminster, 


picked by 35 per cent, which, in 
fact, also saw the greatest rise in 
average house price last year - an 
increase of 35.6 per cent over 12 
months. 

Chosen by 29 per cent, The City 
of London followed close behind, 
with Richmond upon Thames 
(selected by 20 per cent), 
Hammersmith and Fulham (by 10 
per cent) and Kingston upon 
Thames (also by 10 per cent) 
rounding out the picks in double¬ 
digits. 

Londoners were also asked 
whether the Mayor of London 
should be given complete control 
over London property taxes, 
including council tax, stamp duty 
and business rates. Half opposed 
this measure and only a third (32 
per cent) supported it.

With the enhanced traction 
and driving stability, the 
permanent all-wheel drive 
system helps the driver stay in 
control while driving on snow, 
sand or slippery surfaces, as 
well as offering extra grip on 
twisty roads. 

Mini's ALL4 four-wheel drive 
is based on an electromagnetic 
centre differential and 
distributes drive force at 
continuously variable levels 
between the front and rear 
axle.
